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STRUCTURE OF BRITISH INDUSTRY 
HE National Institute of Economic and Social Research, an independent, 
non-profitmaking body founded in 1938, impressed by Professor Walter 
Adams’s symposium of case studies on American industry, has undertaken the 
task of producing a similar survey of British industry, not merely for the benefit 
of the professional economist but for the * intelligent layman ’—the adminis- 


trator, journalist, industrialist, trade unionist, banker, stockbroker and business 
man. The first volume,* 


* The Structure of British Industry,’ which has just 
appeared, consists of a symposium (each contribution by an expert, the whole 
edited by Duncan Burn, formerly Lecturer in Economic History, University 
of Cambridge) on the following industries: agriculture, building, inland carriage 
by rail and road, coal, oil, chemicals, steel, building materials, and machine 
tools. A later volume will deal with the motor, the aircraft, the shipbuilding, 
the electronics, the cotton and rayon textile, the woollen and worsted, the 
man-made fibres, the pottery, the pharmaceutical industries and the cutlery 
trade. The industries covered are responsible for 40 per cent of British net 
manufacturing income and 40 per cent of total industrial employment. 

The aim of the authors is to give an idea of the number, size, scope and 
interrelations of the firms or units in an industry; relationships with overseas 
industries and the home government; the effect of the structure of an industry 
on its economic performance; its adaptability to markets and technical change; 
the degree of monopoly, and so on. The chapter on ‘ The Building Industry ” 
is by Professor C. F. Carter, who contributes the quarterly analysis of * 
and Productivity’ to The Builder, and that on 
try ’ by Professor B. R. Williams. 

In commending this book to the attention of our readers we should point out 
that it is not intended to give a complete picture of each industry, nor of course, 
is it up to date. The chapters were drafted at different times from 1954 to 1956 
and were revised late in 1956 or early in 1957; thus there is a hiatus of nearly 
two years, during which much has happened. All the publications listed in the 
bibliographies relating to building and its materials are necessarily familiar; 
none is later than 1956 and most are a good deal earlier, some dating from 
the immediate post-war period and before. Thus, anyone who looks for 
enlightenment on, say, the growth of the * All-in Service’ or the current 
activities of British contractors overseas, will be disappointed. On some 
particular points, indeed, the book may be misleading, as in the statement 
(p. 319): * Following the Monopolies Commission Report criticising the 
agreements of traders on the “ Approved Lists ” to deal only with each other, 
the Timber Trade Federation abrogated these agreements,’ which, though true 
enough as a statement of historical fact, needs modification in the light of later 
developments. (See leading article in The Builder of September 19.) We do 
not wish to overstress a point of this kind; any informed person making 
use of the book as a source of factual information should know how to bring 
himself up to date. 

Within the space at their disposal the authors have succeeded in giving a 
lively, accurate and reasonably comprehensive picture of the industries they 
deal with. They will be read (by those in the building industry at least) as much 
for their comments as for their broad statements of fact. Professor Carter 
on selective tendering, for example: ‘The case for (it) is indeed strong if the 
owner is a Government department or a great local authority such as the 
London County Council. ... But one cannot help feeling that the Howard 
Robertson Committee was over-anxious to make the system universal, and 
gave insufficient attention to the need for smaller local authorities and public 
bodies to protect themselves against accusations of partiality or corruption.’ 
His general conclusion is that the industry ‘proves to be an untidy and shambling 
giant, with some difficulty in co-ordinating the movements of its limbs so that 
it can move forward. ... The difficulties of the industry lie deep in its structure 
and habits, which are the $ pont of centuries, and not m quickly t to be changed.’

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As to the future, Professor Carter is against public monopoly. ‘It is surely 
premature’, he says, ‘to suppose that the problem of securing efficiency in public 
monopolies has been solved.’ Within the present framework he sees room for 
great advance by the growth of habits of co-operation, and of the progressive 
mind. He concludes that * the present period may lift the building industry to 
a high place among the leaders of industrial progress.’ 

Professor Williams’s chapter on the building materials industry is particu- 
larly informative on manufacturing processes, especially those of cement and 
bricks, and there could be nothing more forthright than his description of the 
industry’s general set-up and practices. On the Cement Federation his general 


conclusion is that there are four factors in it that make for efficiency 


expansion, 


research, competition and political sensitiveness. 


This book will certainly interest the specialist as well as the layman. 


The 


two volumes should form a useful guide to the structure of large and important 


branches of British industry. 


Notes of the Week 


Architect and Engineer 
PPHE golden jubilee of ‘the Struc- 
turals, noted below, made _ of 
additional interest a dinner-discussion 
meeting organised last week by the 
Trussed Concrete Steel Company at 
which were brought together the six 
pairs of holders of the ‘ Truscon’ scholar- 
ships. These awards, now in their sixth 
year, are made to an architect and a 
young employee of the company who 
together are required to undertake a 
three-week research project, usually 
abroad. The discussion (led by Mr. 
Hugh Weeks, of the company, and by 
Mr. G. Grenfell Baines, who with Mr. 
C. S. White has made the annual selec- 
tions) ranged over a good many subjects 

from surface finishes to the ‘all-in’ 
building service and there was some 
excellent down-to-earth comment, as 
may be looked for when Mr. Baines is 


about.

OF MAJOR INTEREST to the majority 
present was obviously the question of 
joint training of the principals in the 


building adventure. As might be expec- 
ted in a gathering of which the majority 
were architects and structural engineers 
who had worked together on projects 
over a considerable period, the obvious 
advantages of such training needed no 
advertisement. As one said: * When each 
knows instinctively how the other’s mind 
works, good building must result.” And 
close collaboration over a period must 
bring this about. 

Yet it can be asked: ‘Is good building 
enough? Where does architecture come 
in?’ It is evident that such is the com- 
plexity of building construction to-day 
that many lean towards the theory that 
the right way to set about the design of 
a building is to get architect, structural 
engineer, quantity surveyor and builder 
round a table, and (remembering that 
cost and building speed have become fac- 
tors in design) together produce a project 
to which each makes his contribution. (It 
is here, of course, that the Medusa head 
of the package-building outfit rears 
itself.) Yet, the result may be efficient 
building, will almost certainly be eco- 
nomic building. It is enough? 


There is a danger (and it is the over- 
riding demerit of the ‘all-in’ building 
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system) that too-early collaboraticn 
between professionals and _ technicians 
may blunt what should be the keen edye 
of design. As one of the speakers in the 
discussion, quoting Flecker, said: *“ We 
are the pilgrims, master; we must go 
ever a little further.’’ Does that not 
describe the architect’s attitude to 
design? And if it does, is it not his duty 
to make the original conception, and that 
of the engineer to assist him in overcom- 
ing the structural problems it poses? 
* “ ¥ 

IF THIS CORRECTLY STATES the position, 
then the question to be answered is not 
Should there be collaboration between 
architect and engineer, but rather, at 
what point should the collaboration 
begin? I[t is not the least of the consider- 
able merits of the Truscon scholarship 
plan that it provokes such important 
issues whilst bringing the principal actors 
into amicable relationship.

in what is no doubt the first of many 
pronouncements we shall be getting this 
autumn. He notes a change in the 
economic climate which, though con- 
fined to consumer goods at the moment, 
will in due course be reflected in 
increased building activity. More tele- 
vision sets and washing machines mean 
more factories—that is the argument. 
And the personal credit scheme which 
certain of the banks are operating should 
mean work for the maintenance builders 
and to some extent the housebuilders. 

Whether the process will be speedy 
enough and wide enough to meet the 
needs of the industry is a question on 
which there is more than one view, and 
when Parliament reassembles the whole 
question of capital expansion will no 
doubt be closely examined. 


Progress at Hinkley Point 


News of the latest and largest nuclear 
power station proposed to be built in 
Great Britain is on page 571. Meanwhile, 
of the four large-scale atomic power 
stations being built today as a result of 
collaboration between the Government 
and industry, the previous largest, 
designed and constructed by the English 
Electric-Babcock and Wilcox-Taylor 
Woodrow Atomic Power Group at 
Hinkley Point, Somerset, is, One year 
after the award of the contract, going 
forward on schedule. When it is com- 
pleted in 1962 it will have a net electrical 
output of 500,000 kilowatts. Its advanced 
design promises that, for the first time, 
the cost of electricity produced by it will 
be within the average generating cost of 
electricity in the UK. Approximately 
1.450 men are now employed on the 
Hinkley Point site. 


Banqueting Suite 


EXCELLENT ACCOMMODATION for its pur- 
pose of affording banqueting facilities 
is provided in the new suite opened last 
week by Quaglino’s in Bury-street. Apart 
from rooms for smaller-scale functions, 
the ballroom can seat 400 for dinner, and 
as such should serve a need. The archi- 
tects for the building, of which the suite 
is part, were Messrs. T. P. Bennett and 
Son, Messrs. Rix and Rix being archi- 
tects for the banqueting suite.

‘Two Forms of Surveying’ 
To the Editor of The Builder. 


wIR,—May I reply to your surveyor 

correspondent Mr. Woodcock in 
The Builder of September 19. The essence 
of his letter appears to be the honesty of 
quantity surveyors and of himself in 
particular, neither of which were doubted 
or even referred to in my letter. He does 
nevertheless point to the difference | 
emphasised when he makes the statement 
that there is no difference between apply- 
ing one’s professional knowledge to the 
making of a profit for the directors of an 
industrial concern or the partners of a 
professional firm. 

The chartered quantity surveyor does not 
apply his knowledge or experience to 
making a profit ever, but to surveying. For 
half his work he has not the remotest idea 
what his fees will be until the final works 
account is ready for signature by the con- 
tractor. For a bill of quantities he only 
knows his fee when he prepares his account 
from the bill of quantities priced by the 
contractor, and all the expenditure in earn- 
ing them has gone by then in both cases. 
As I said in my previous letter (The Builder 
of September 5), the RICS looks after his 
fees as does the RIBA for architectural ser- 
vices, and fate and efficiency make the prin- 
cipal’s income much or little. 

Mr. Woodcock only makes clear beyond 
any doubt whatsover that the two forms of 
surveying are poles apart in their outlook, 
and the question of honesty does not enter 
into the matter at all. The chartered sur- 
veyor makes a factual survey not for one 
person or another but as an accurate trans- 
lation of drawings into figures and words. 
He thereafter, almost equally bound to facts 
by the conditions in the contract, prepares 
the final account, and the nature or amount 
of profit to anybody cannot enter into either 
transaction, least of all on fees, which are 
substantially unknown during progress. 
This applies equally whether the chartered 
surveyor receives his instructions from the 
promoter or the builder, and whoever pays 
his fee cannot affect the issue either. 

I suggest that by the very loyalty due 
to his emplover the surveyor in an industrial 
firm must keep the making of a profit for 
his directors foremost in his mind, and the 
relationship between cost and contract sum 
is his dominant concern throughout. 

I have always been concerned about the 
relationship between the private practising 
surveyor and the industrially employed sur- 
veyor because I feel that industry has erred 
in its more general taking unto itself of 
a profession in which independence of 
thought and action is a prime necessity in 
order to accomplish its true purpose. 

I am sure measuring surveyors are neces- 
sary in the contracting side of the industry, 
but equally certain that their greatest use 
does not lie in imitating the methods of and 
working parallel with the quantity surveyor. 
There are other methods of surveying which 
are of far more use to production and pro- 
gress during the contract period than 
methods which were designed primarily to 
enable the tenderers to submit a quotation 
or tender and rate prices for finished work. 
These other methods certainly previde an 
efficient check on the accuracy of the quan- 
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tity surveyor’s work, but they do this only 
as a secondary aim and not as their sole 
purpose. 

The quantity surveyor is necessary in the 
overall interests of all parties to a building 
contract, but we must admit he is a non- 
productive element and exactly to duplicate 
his work is uneconomic to the industry over- 
all and a waste of good brains. 

I do suggest that the best interests of the 
industry would be served by taking all pos- 
sible steps to make the profession of quan- 
tity surveyor one which is synonymous in 
everyone’s mind with independence and 
impartiality.

The RICS has not allowed the value of 
fees (or subscriptions) to fall behind; should 
it not follow the example of the RIBA in 
adopting a realistic attitude to the declining

* Ditto’ 
To the Editor of The Builder 


SIR, Commenting on Mr. Ernest 

Rennie’s letter in The Builder last 
week, a point that cannot be too often 
stressed in bill-writing is that the ulti- 
mate object of the exercise is to provide 
the estimator with a clear and quick 
appreciation, item by item, of what he is 
being asked to state a price for. 

In this connection the use of the word 
‘ditto’ is not solely as an abbreviation 
to help shorten the typescript. It is, more 
importantly, a convention used to save 
the estimator’s time, in as much as he is 
not asked to read over and over again a 
description that is already registered in 
his mind. If the use of ‘ditto’ does not 
achieve this main object, time saving, it 
is worthless. If it arouses doubts in the 
estimator’s mind it is worse than useless, 
being a time waster. 


The definition of ‘Ditto’ which Mr. 
Rennie gives is too limited, for he does not 
take punctuation into account. I have 


heard it said that, following the example 
of legal documents, the descriptions in a 
bill of quantities should be phrased to read 


without punctuation. For several reasons 
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I think this is not desirable: (i) the time 
factor dominating bill production does not 
normally permit this refinement; (ii) the 
written matter of a bill is such that it needs 
to be readily and positively understood at 
the first reading (which punctuation should 
ensure); (ili) in the longer descriptions punc- 
tuation assists to carry along in_ the 
estimator’s mind the progression of various 
components to be considered in the build-up 
of the price; and, (iv) punctuation is the 
key to the sensible use of ‘ditto.’ 

I would therefore augment Mr. Rennie’s 
definition thus: The word * Ditto’ shall 
mean (i) the same exactly as given in the 
foregoing item, or (ii) the same as is given 
within the parenthesis indicated by punctua- 
tion within the foregoing item, or (ili) the 
repetition of whatever follows after the 
similar earlier context in the foregoing item. 

Example of (i). 

5 in. x 1 in. Chamfered fascia planted on 

6 in. x 1 in. Ditto. 


Example of (ii) and (iii). 


5 in. x 1 in. Chamfered fasgia planted on. 

§ in. x 1 ia. Ditto, and grooved at back

If the final item had been of the same 
description as the previous item, some would 
bill it:

Ditto, all as last, 
which is perfectly clear and immediately 
apprehended by the estimator. 

The combination of ‘ditto, ‘all as last, 
‘and’ and ‘but’ achieves, given adequate

quickness, which is so precious to the 
estimator.

tion as to why the ‘ ditto” convention can- 
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not embrace the dimension of the precec ing ; 


item, the answer is that it can, but 
very often the next following items will 
that account be deprived of the advan 
of ‘ditto’ if the size has changed.

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The Preservation of Old Leeds 


To the Editor of The Builder 


MIR, Industrial towns (as one has had 

occasion to remark several times) 
are apt to be regarded by * tourists” and 
others as dingy, crowded places of no 
interest. Once again, Leeds has shown 
this to be only partly true: the adjoining 
plan will show at a glance the many 
features of interest, especially the his- 
torical nucleus in the south-eastern area 
by the river. 


Only a few outstanding architectural 
features need be indicated, in a brief chrono- 
logical survey. The oldest ‘ancient monu- 
ment’ is evidently the 10th-century Saxon 
cross at St. Peter’s, but the oldest building 
seems to be the remarkable St. John, New 
Briggate (1634), further north, with its con- 
temporary pulpit and screens, recently re- 
gilded (is the cross in the middle of the 
centrepiece a Victorian addition?—one 
wonders). Some curious cottages at the top 
of Leighton-lane, much further west, Holy 
Trinity, Boar-lane (1721-27), now, it seems, 
to be saved, and terraces in Briggate, Park- 
square and Cookridge-street (opposite St. 
Anne’s), bring the story nearly up to Vic 


torian times. R. D. Chantrell’s work in St 
Matthew, Holbeck, in Christ Church, and 
above all in St. Peter, Kirkgate (on the 


ancient site), are a notable contribution of 
the early nineteenth century; from the middle 
of that century is Cuthbert Brodrick’s Town 
Hall, of which Mr. Hope Bagenal said 
(though the reference cannot be found) that 
gilding on the bed-mould would make the 
whole * leap into life’; a later curiosity is the 
block with Egyptian Muslim parapets on the 
south side of Park-square (see diagram in- 
serted in plan) 


Of the present century St. Anne’s (Catho 
lic) Cathedral 1901-04) is perhaps the 
most remarkable building (for its date) in 
Leeds: a kind of *L’Art Nouveau Gothic’ 
that would delight Dr. Pevsner, ostensibly 
by J. H. Eastwood, but credibly said to bs 
by S. K. Greenslade, architect of the 
National Library of Wales, Aberystwyth 
Holbeck, the ‘Southwark’ of Leeds across 
the river and named after the brook 
mentioned, is in itself a curiosity-provoking 
complex of brook, mills, railway yards and 
intertwining railway lines, which even the 
O.S. 25-in. could not entirely clarify; it was 
therefore the writer’s first goal. Bodley’s 
spacious and lovely St. Edward, Brown-lane 
(1903-04), on its southern border. now, 
one hears, similarly to be saved, news the 
more comforting in that one of that illus- 
trious architect’s other works, St. Matthew 
Folkestone, has already been condemned.

LOW-COST HOUSING BY AIDED 
SELF-HELP 


By Eric Ford 


HORTAGES of adequate housing ac- 
commodation, which pose acute prob- 
lems almost everywhere in the world, are 
particularly severe in the under-developed 
regions where scarcity of equipment and 
materials for house construction are 
aggravated by the extreme poverty of large 
numbers of the inhabitants. One of the 
most promising methods of combating 
this difficulty is suggested by the various 
schemes for providing low-cost housing 
through aided self-help which are now 
gaining popularity in many different 
regions. 

It is the accepted principle of these 
schemes that the prospective owner is 
required to contribute according to his 
means towards the actual cost of the land 
and materials, besides undertaking a con- 
siderable share in the construction work, 
usually in co-operation with others who 
are faced with the same housing needs. 
For its part, the Government concerned 
will normally provide flexible assistance 
in the form of financial help towards the 
cost of the plot and building materials, 
frequently in the way of long-term credit. 
In addition, it will usually provide tech- 
nical assistance and supervision of the 
building operations, the loan or hiring out 
of tools and equipment as well as accepting 
responsibility for the accounting and 


general supervision of the financial side of 


the scheme. 

Some of the most successful aided self- 
help housing schemes have taken place in 
the Caribbean area which can, indeed, 
claim to have pioneered these develop- 
ments so far as tropical countries are 
concerned. Typical of the undertakings 
of this type in the area are two programmes 
carried out in Puerto Rico and designed for 


urban and rural communities respectively. 

By employing various forms of aided 
self-help, the Puerto Rican Government 
found that in the towns a house could 
be built at a cost to the Government of 
less than half that of a normal housing 
project while at the same time providing 
the owner-occupier with good accommo-

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dation within his mean 
Moreover, having securit 
of tenure, the householde: 
is prepared to improve his 
property, in contrast to 
the state of affairs in 
many under-developed areas 
where insecurity of tenure 
prompts the tenant to build 
only a temporary shack 
knowing that it may have 
to be dismantled and set up 
elsewhere should he be 
required to leave the land 
In rural areas in Puerto 
Rico, the most serious hous- 
ing problems surround the 
agregado or landless agricul- 
tural labourer, who norm- 
ally sells his labour to any 
owner of land who will 
permit him to erect a make- 
shift shack on it for the 
duration of his employment. 
Under the Government’s 
rural aided self-help build- 
ing scheme, the agregado is 
provided with a suitable plot 
of land for a house and for 
accommodating some dom- 
estic animals and growing garden crops. 
Groups of from 12 to 15 families are 
usually formed into self-aid housing teams, 
who are carefully guided by the Govern- 
ment’s Social Programmes Administration, 
which also supervises the entire project. 
The group first builds a shed to house the 
equipment they have been lent, including 
the concrete block-making machine and 
concrete mixer which produce the blocks 
constituting the main building material. 
The group then proceeds to make sufficient 
blocks to construct houses for all the 
members before the block-making equip- 
ment is transferred to another project 
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and the decision is next taken as to the 
order in which the houses shall be built. 

With the help of a Government expert, 
the sites for individual houses are staked 
out and the necessary construction mater- 
ials are handed to each family. Up until 
the roofing stage, the group works co- 
operatively on all the houses under the 
direction of a Government-paid foreman 
who provides instruction and, while doing 
so, seeks also to weld the families into a 
successful community. 

When the roofs are on, group action 
ceases and thereafter each family is respons- 
ible for the plastering, painting, internal 
partitioning and other ancillary work. 
It is reported that with the vision of their 
own home now in sight, work proceeds 
on a family basis at a surprising rate. 

More than 25,000 families have been 
resettled in this way in Puerto Rican rural 
areas, comprising nearly 200 communities 
varying in size from 100 to 500 families. 

Success with similar methods is reported 
from other areas. In India, for example, 
aided self-help was employed to help deal 
with the refugee resettlement problem. An 
example is to be seen at Faribad, near 
Delhi, where over 40,000 refugees are being 
resettled in a community containing all 
the necessary amenities as well as dwelling- 
houses, all constructed by co-operative 
methods under the inspiration of an inter- 
national service team with the support 
of the Indian Government. 

Fiji Scheme 

Another interesting example of Govern- 
ment aided self-help comes from Fiji 
where a scheme was introduced by the 
Government architect, Mr. C. N. Nettleton, 
following a disastrous hurricane in 
January, 1952. In this case a specially 
designed prefabricated dwelling was manu- 
factured in the Public Works Department 
workshops and sold to applicants for 
erection on site under Government super- 
vision. 

Hurricane damage also led to aided self- 
help in Formosa where dock workers’ 
houses were among the most hard hit. As 
a result, the dock workers’ union made 
contributions from its funds which were 
combined with Government finance to 
build a number of homes on the aided self- 
help principle. Experience showed that 
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Examples of aided self-help were seen at the Unite ' 
shows the village health clinic under construction, while on the right Mr. G. F. Middleton, of Australia (a United Nations expert), watche 


group action had its drawbacks and work 
proceeded more satisfactorily after it was 
decided that each family would be 
responsible only for the work on its own 
house. An interesting point here is that 
joint deeds of the house are held by the 
householder and the dockworkers’ union 
until repayments are completed. 

In Burma, aided self-help principles have 
been applied to housing improvement, 
rather than to the erection of new dwel- 
lings. Many of the members of the lower 
income groups inhabit small thatched huts 
which, in addition to requiring continual 
repair and complete replacement of the 
thatch from time to time, are insanitary 
and susceptible to fire. The Government’s 
plan is to supply sheets of corrugated 
asbestos and aluminium roofing at cost 
price to oOwner-occupiers on a deferred 
payments scheme while the occupant 
undertakes to carry out the necessary work, 
under expert supervision. 


Common Features 


Although the detailed arrangements of 
aided self-help building schemes may vary 
considerably from one country to another, 
certain features are common to all 
successful schemes. It is essential, for 


instance, that the authority which is 
carrying out the scheme (normally a 
Government department) should be 


administered on a sound basis, as any 
evidence of slackness or inefficiency in 
supplying the materials and equipment or 
making the necessary money advances 
available will have serious effects on the 
enthusiasm of the participants, upon whose 
energetic co-operation so much of the 
ultimate success of these schemes depends. 

Conditions under which families may be 
eligible to take part in a scheme must be 
carefully thought out and adhered to while 
security of tenure on the land allotted for 
the purpose must be assured. Due regard 
must be paid to the prevailing local 
economic conditions when fixing the 
amount of deposit and methods of repay- 
ment demanded from participants, and the 
contract should include reasonable pro- 
visions for stay of payment during unavoid- 
able difficulties such as prolonged illness. 

An important element in the success of 
these schemes is the quality of the materials 
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and equipment supplied, for which reason 
all those with experience of aided self-help 
projects agree that the procurement of 
these supplies should be in the hands of the 
sponsoring authority. Experience has 
shown that when tools or other equipment 
are loaned to the participants, they should 
be required to exercise reasonable care in 
their use and if necessary be required to 
replace lost or damaged tools. 

In order to keep costs down to the 
lowest possible level, it is the practice of 
all authorities operating these schemes to 
make use where practicable of local 
building methods and materials. In many 
cases, these methods are traditional in the 
region and therefore familiar to many 
people even where they may not have 
actually worked at that particular trade. 
It thus does not take the participants very 
long to acquire the necessary skills. 

Nevertheless, a great deal of the success 
of these schemes depends upon the 
qualities of the technical experts who are 
called in to advise and guide the partici- 
pants. Not only must these experts be fully 
qualified in the type of construction work 
involved but they must possess the neces- 
sary enthusiasm for the projects on which 
they are engaged and be able to transmit 
this energy and enthusiasm to the people 
under their supervision. 

Where these conditions are observed, 
all authorities who have introduced low- 
cost aided self-help building schemes are 
satisfied that these methods can help to 
alleviate the chronic housing shortages 
which exist in under-developed areas. 
Moreover, they can play an important part 
in raising general living standards in such 
areas, so that considerable benefits accrue, 
not only to the participants in the schemes 
but to the inhabitants of the country 
concerned as a whole.

WO0LVERSTONE HALL, a boarding school for 360 
boys, is set in wooded grounds, 50 acres in extent, 
overlooking the River Orwell, five miles outside Ipswich. 
The original 18th-century mansion is the dominant 
element of the building group and contains the school 
administration buildings, some of the staff living quarters, 
the library and a few teaching rooms. It also contains 
as a temporary measure a small boarding house of 45 boys 
with their dormitories, common rooms and accommoda- 
tion for the housemaster. The old stables, now known as 
the courtyard block, have been converted into a 
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Woolverstone Hall School Detail of a housemaster’s flat on 
the south-east corner of block |

sanatorium and flats for staff. A gymnasium has been 
built next to this block. 

Two pairs of boarding houses, and a teaching block, 
have recently been erected on the edge of the central 
playing field. Each of the house blocks is designed to 
accommodate 60 boys, and contains dormitories, dining 
rooms, kitchen and boys’ common rooms, and in addition, 
a flat for a married housemaster and accommodation for 
an assistant housemaster and a matron. A single-storey 
building, attached to house blocks | and 2, contains a 
dining room for boys of a sixth house, situated away from 
the main site, and a dining room for teaching staff. The 
new teaching block contains an assembly hall, science 
laboratories, workshop and art rooms. 

The construction of these new buildings is partly load 
bearing brick walls and partly steel frame, with precast 
concrete floors. The roofs are exposed and painted wood 
joists and straw board. The cladding is a timber frame 
with glass or external quality plywood panels. Brickwork 
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A science room in the teaching block 


has also been used extensively for external walls in a local 
Suffolk stock to match the brickwork of the original 
mansion. 

Oil fired boilers in the lower ground floor of the house 
blocks | and 2 provide heating by radiators and hot water.

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ARCHITECT AND 
ENGINEER 
Discussion on Bases of 
Collaboration 


N September 24 a dinner was held in 

London at which were present the 
Six engineers and six architects who have 
won so far the *Truscon’ Travelling 
Scholarship. Apart from directors of 
the Trussed Concrete Steel Company, 
Limited, there were also present: Mr. 
C. S. White, FRIBA, and Mr. G. 
Grenfell Baines, ARIBA, AMTPI, who 
have acted as adjudicators choosing the 
architect winners; Mr. Leo Russell, Direc- 
tor of the Cement and Concrete Associa- 
tion; Mr. lan Leslie, Editor of The 
Builder, and Mr. D. A. C. A. Boyne, 
Executive Editor of the Architects’ 
Journal. 

After dinner Mr. HUGH WEEeEKs, from 
the chair, began by explaining that both 
the architect adjudicators had _ been 
anxious to know what benefits the holders 
had obtained from these scholarships, and 
as Mr. Grenfell Baines had some specific 
questions in mind he would ask him to 
begin a general cross-examination. 


Some Leading Questions 


G. B.: What effect has this scholarship 
had on you? 

Do you think it affected the designs 
you have done since you came back? 

Have you noticed any change in your 
design approach? 

Has it affected your attitude towards 
the other profession? 

What do you think is the best solu- 
tion to this generai problem of col- 
iaboration between the architect and 
engineer which is the background of 
this scholarship idea? 

Does the experience of your trip sug- 
gest any ideas about the relative posi- 
tions of the architect, the engineer and 
the builder? 

And last of this long string of 
questions is the question of joint 
education. 

AN ARCHITECT: I suppose as I was the 
first winner it is up to me to begin. 1 do 
think that I have noticed in myself a change 
of attitude. I find that I want to work with 
engineers at an earlier stage in the job. I 
suppose this is because I realise more what 
the engineer had to offer, and it was also 
a question of human relations. We found 
we had a lot of common ground and that we 
could each be stimulated by the other. I am 
not sure where this all leads us: I thnk it 
may be to the combined professional services 

the architect-engineer office—and certainly 
it means that to produce good work in the 
field where engineering problems arise, very 
close collaboration is necessary. 

AN ENGInerR: As the first engineer to go, 1 
entirely agree with what has been said about 
the establishment of human _ relatiens 
between two members of different profes- 
sions. I think the problem is much more 
than just being physically together in the 
same building. It is the question of develop- 
ing a common attitude, which really, of 
course, means a common understanding, and 
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though it may be against the interests of 

y own company, I do believe that the 

gical answer to all this must be the joint 

m, which has just been referred to. 

A Guest: I am not too happy about this. 
| think the result of the joint firm may be 
ihat the architect, from the very beginning, is 
too conscious of engineering limitations. I 
think great work comes not from a com- 
mittee but from a single mind. I wonder if 
the original concept of the architect ought 
not to be uninhibited by structural limitation 
so that it presents a challenge to the engineer 
to see what can be done. 

ANOTHER GUEST: What you state rather 
suggests that the architect is the one with 
imagination and the engineer is the chap 
who is keeping his feet on the ground. Of 
course, that is true, but you mustn't forget 
that many engineers have exciting and 
dramatic conceptions in building if they can 
find an architect who is interested and a 
client who would be prepared to pay. 


Testing Reactions 

AN ArcuiTect: I'd like to raise a rather 
different point. After we return we write a 
report. That takes a long time because we 
want to include photographs and make it 
look nice and very likely we are not in the 
same town. By the time it is finished we 
may feel a bit stale. I found when I came 
back I wanted to bubble over, to talk to 
engineers, to get their reactions to the ideas 
which had come to me, and I think in fact 
in this process my engineer colleague and | 
might have written a better report. 

AN ENGINEER: I support strongly. | 
would like, for example, to talk about the 
architect and engineer combination we met 
in Paris, who work extremely closely 
together. It was not a question of when the 
architect could call in an engineer: their 
minds were both applied to the problem as 
soon as the client had said what he wanted. 

AN Arcuirect: Yes, they were colla- 
borating before pen or even pencil touched 
paper. What went down was a completely 
joint approach. I'd support, too, this idea 
of an immediate talk about what happened 
1 believe what we are after is a bit more 
than collaboration between the architect and 
engineer. After all, there are five people 
concerned in any building —the architect, 
the structural engineer, the engineer or engi- 
neers dealing with services, a quantity sur- 
veyor and the contractor, and I think the 
real issue is how all these five should work 
together, and at what stage they should col- 
laborate. 

ANOTHER ARCHITECT: Before we get on 
to this wider question, I'd like to support 
something said earlier. I think there is 4 
real danger if the architect knows too much. 
He may become inhibited; he may assume 
limitations that do not exist. 

A Guest: There is one solution to this 
problem of collaboration between the archi- 
tect and the engineer, and that is that there 
should not be two different people, but one. 
After all, the work of the two overlaps 
tremendously. Sometimes it is difficult to 
say where mathematics end and aesthetics 
begin. Are the skills of the two professions 
so varied that they cannot be combined in 
a single man? Has the separation grown 
up as part of the growing specialisation in 
knowledge and work which has been evident 


in the last half-century? Engineers them- 
selves are becoming more specialised. Is 
this a process which is going to continue? 

AN ADJUDICATOR: I don’t agree that it 
is automatic that the architect must lead. 
On certain types of work I think it is 
entirely appropriate that the structural engi- 
neer should be in the lead and that the 
architect should fit in with his conceptions. 

AN ENGINEER: I’m surprised that no 
mention has been made of the close colla- 
boration that does exist already in this 
country. My impression is that it is higher 
here than it is in Germany. I thought that 
in Germany the concessions made by the 
architect were more towards the contractor 
than to the engineer. 

ANOTHER ARCHITECT: I think we may lose 
something by having an engineer /architect 
partnership. It means, so far as the archi- 
tect is concerned, that he is tied to one par- 
ticular man. At the present time the archi- 
tect is free to work with whoever he thinks is 
the most appropriate organisation—consul- 
tant or a designing contractor like Truscon, 
and he can choose the particular man who he 
feels has a genius for his particular problem. 
You would lose that if you were perma- 
nently ‘married’ to a particular engineer. 

A Guest: I am perhaps different from 
anybody else in this room in that I am some- 
times in the position of a client, and I think 
it is perhaps rather surprising that so far 
there has been no reference at all to what 
the client wants. There are a lot of refer- 
ences to whether the engineer is going to 
inhibit the architect and whether the archi- 


tect would produce better work with or 
without an engineer peering over his 
shoulder. What does the client want? He 


wants an impartial person on whom he can 
rely for proposals. He wants to be sure that 
what is put up fulfils the function it is in- 
tended for. He would obviously like it to be 
good-looking, but he would also like to be 
assured that he is getting the cheapest build- 
ing to do all these things. How in fact does 
the client get best value for money? 

ANOTHER GUEST: I think we are now get- 
ing down to what is the real core of the 
problem—How do we get efficient build- 
ing? Is it by collaboration between the 
architect and the engineer only? Doesn't it 
involve bringing in the contractor as well as 
one team? 


Uses of Competition 

AN ARCHITECT: The real trouble is to fit 
this in with a certain amount of competition. 
I am convinced that the building and con- 
struction side has got to be regarded dif- 
ferently from the design side. In the build- 
ing and construction side I think we have to 
have competition because that is in the best 
interest of the client. 


AN ENGINEER: I think that may be a fairly 
large assumption. What you are really im- 
plying is that the contractor who is quoting 
for a job will, when he is in competition, 
work on a smaller margin of profit than he 
would be prepared to take when he is negoti- 
ating the job, which does rather follow from 
this triple collaboration from the start. Even 
if we assume that this is the case, does it 
follow that the final job is going to cost 
more? The savings which the contractor 
can suggest in the job to both the architect 
and the engineer can be very much more 
significant than the difference between these 
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two rates of profit, and after all it is the 
complete cost to the client which is the sig- 
nificant point: it should not matter to him 
how it is made up. 

AN ARCHITECT: There is a point, you 
know, which must not be forgotten. Clients 
do rather jib at consulting fees. If I allow 
for all the consultants when I am first nego- 
tiating with the client, everything is all right; 
if I don’t, then I am sunk. Clients don’t like 
to pay more fees than they bargain for. 

AN ENGINEER: We found one way of 
dealing with that problem in France. One 
architect told us that he said, in effect, to 
a client: *The ordinary scale of fees is 
such-and-such but I advise you to com- 
mission me to spend an extra three moaths 
on studying this job. I shall charge you a 
higher fee but I can promise you that the 
total cost of the building will be less.” 
According to him, 90 per cent. of the clients 
accepted—but then he was a man of very 
considerable reputation. 


‘A Sympathetic Material’ 


AN ARCHITECT: I was impressed by the 
way in which the Swiss in_ particular 
generally build so that concrete had 


become a sympathetic material quite har- 
monious with other and older work. This 
is despite the fact that they were quite 
fond of concrete walling which we tend to 
think of as being rather harsh. They do it 
in many different ways—sometimes by good 
detailing, by exposed form-work, sometimes 
by painting, which many people here don’t 
like. 

AN ENGINEER: I think the point that most 
struck me was one which came up in 
Sweden, where they were not insulating the 
inside of the building but the outside, which 
meant that in the whole concrete structure 
and in some of these buildings a great deal 
of the ceiling also was concrete—there was 
no great temperature risk of thermal move- 
ment. Quite obviously a lot of design and 
structure problems were thereby simplified. 

AN ENGINEER: This is interesting. 
Hart had much the same theory. 
that concrete should have an 
insulated overcoat and it 
under those conditions. 

A Guest: I'd like to suggest that this 
most interesting scholarship would be even 
more valuable if scholarship holders were 
asked to go and examine particular build- 
ings which had some interesting features 
reported on by earlier holders to see how 
some of the ideas had turned out—whether 
the glossy concrete columns had retained 
their surface, whether there had been any 
problem of thermal movement, and a host 
of other problems of this kind. It might 
even be arranged that the original holders 
weat back over the same ground and did a 
second report. 

A Director: That is a highly interesting 
proposition. We do not seem to have the 
time or the people to sit down and research 
into what has happened. After all, some of 
the existing so-called analyses are not 
analyses of costs at all; they are an analysis 
of tender prices and we all know that can 
be something very different. It is the saving 
in cost from different costs of organisation 
arrangement that is significant, because, of 
course, in the long run those costs are 
bound to be closely reflected in the prices 
charged to the client.

New Giant Bus Terminals in the USA 
INCREASING USE OF BUS SERVICES 


Froma New York Correspondent 
RTHUR S. GENET, president of the 
Greyhound Corporation, America’s 
largest passenger transportation company, 
recently stated that the bus industry is 
carrying about 90 million more passengers 
annually than the USA railroads. By 
1966, he predicted, the inter-city bus trans- 


portation industry would be a _ billion- 
dollar-a-year business—twice its present 
total. In the same decade, he added, 


‘the railroads will have virtually abandoned 
the business of carrying passengers,’ and 
there will be 100,000 communities, instead 
of the present 40,000, dependent entirely 
on buses for public transportation. 

Thus there should be no surprise that an 
up-to-the-minute Greyhound Bus Terminal 
should open in Philadelphia. It is the 
centre-piece of Philadelphia’s $100 million 
Penn Centre which gives the midtown 
section of the Quaker City a completely 
new view. One and a half million pass- 
engers will use the new terminal yearly 
reaching the peak in summer months. 
There is an average of 115 bus trips daily, 
increasing in summer to 150. 

In an underground system 20 buses can 
be loaded at one time. Convenience is the 
motif of the new terminal, according to 
Vincent G. Kling, Philadelphia architect, 
who worked in close co-operation with 
Arrasmith and Tyler of Louisville, Ken- 
tucky, consulting architects to the Grey- 
hound Corporation. All the facilities and 
open space were arranged, ‘with the aim 
of making the start and the finish of each 
passenger's trip part of the enjoyment ol 
travelling.” 

The buses proceed directly to a loading 
dock which is, in effect, two storeys below 
the ground. They stop before an illum- 
inated panel to receive a dock assignment. 


Bus loading and unloading facilities 


The dispatcher lights the number over the 
assignment dock and waiting room door 
and the bus moves to its space, one of 
20. Now an automatic de- 
tector system signals the 
dispatcher that the bus has 
entered the dock. It dis- 
charges its passengers, who 
Step into a glass-walled, air- 
conditioned room complete 
with news-stands and other 
facilities, and then mount an 
escalator to the mezzanine. 
Here they have a choice of 
rest rooms and other faci- 
lities, and proceed up to the 
waiting room or to the Penn 
Centre Concourse. 


Bus departures follow the 
same pattern in reverse. 
Dock numbers over the doors 
of loading area are lighted to 
indicate imminent departure. 
Lighted signs also indicate 
destinations. | Once passen- 
gers are boarded, the dis- 
patcher signals the departure 
time to the driver by turning 
off lights. The bus leaves 
the dock, the dispatcher is 
signalled by the detector, and 
the bus proceeds in a long, 
one-way loop to the ramp. 


A new $1,000,000 Grey- 
hound Terminal was opened 
in Jacksonville, Florida, a 
short time ago, and another 
was Opened at Fort Lauder- 
dale, Florida. The next 
scheduled opening is at Rich- 
mond, Virginia. Plans are 
proceeding for new bus ter-

minals Pittsburgh, Milwaukee ad 
Detroit. 

The Port Authority Bus Terminal in Nc 
York, the largest bus terminal in tie 
world, handles 5,000 daily trips of 8 
commuted and long-haul bus lines, carry- 
ing 130,000 daily passengers, of which 
120.000 are commuters travelling betwecn 
New Jersey and New York. This ter- 
minal, one of the landmarks of modern 
New York City, replaces most of the 
individual bus terminals previously scat- 
tered through the midtown 
Manhattan area. 

The commuter buses from New Jersey 
which make up 90 per cent of the total of 
2,500 inter-state buses entering midtown 
Manhattan daily, use the direct ram; 
connections between Bus Terminal and 
Lincoln Tunnel without travelling over 
local New York City streets. The ramps 
are kept free of snow and ice during winter 
by radiant heating. 

There are two levels for bus traffic, 
the lower for long distance buses and the 
upper for suburban commuter buses. In 
addition, spacious and comfortable pedes- 
trian concourses are provided. 

Motor stairs insure the rapid and orderly 
movement of passengers between the 
various levels of the terminal. The Port 
Authority Bus Terminal, despite its enor- 
mous spaciousness, has only a maximum 
height of 51 ft. above the street. More 
than 9,100 tons of structural steel were 
required for the superstructure of the 
terminal. 

The floors of the roof and the two bus 
levels are all reinforced concrete designed 
to carry a 15-ton bus in any position on the

floor. The floors of the two concourses, 
designed for lighter loads, are made of a 
lightweight concrete aggregate and finished 
in terrazzo. 

To remove from the interior bus loading 
levels the exhaust fumes caused by the 
movement of the thousands of buses, 
careful attention has been given to the 





ventilation of these floors. The long dis- 
tance bus level is ventilated by means of 
huge centrifugal fans located at the open 
entrance and exits. This air is sucked 
down the length of the level to a chamber 
located at one end, and is thence drawn 
through vertical ducts to the roof fan room 
where it is expelled to the outdoors.

News of the Week 


Toronto Competition Result 


HE international architectural com- 
petition for a new City Hall and 
Square for Toronto, Canada, which are 
estimated to cost 18 million dollars, has 
been won by Viljo Rewell, of Finland. 
The premium for the winning design is 
25,000 dollars, and in addition fees for 
supervising the construction are expected 
to amount to a million dollars. The 
jury consisted of Sir William Holford 
(England), C. E. Pratt (Canada), Ernesto 
Rogers (Italy), Eero Saarinen (USA) and 
Gordon Stephenson (Canada). 
Construction is expected to get under 
way in the spring of 1960. Mr. N. B. 
Lawson, Toronto’s Planning Director, 
said that tenders would probably be 
called for in October next year. The City 
Hall was likely to be completed by late 
1962. There were no UK architects in 
the final stage of the competition. 


Housing Progress Report 

THe HousinGc SUMMARY published on 
Wednesday (HMSO, price 3d.) shows 
that the number of permanent houses 
completed in Great Britain during August 
was 20.661, compared with 23,372 in 
August, 1957. In the first eight months of 
1958, 177.791 permanent houses were 
completed compared with 200,187 in the 
same period of 1957. 


Sirth Nuclear Power Station 


Tue Central Electricity Generating 
Board are to make application to the 
Minister of Power and to the Local 
Planning Authority for consent to develop 
4 site at Sizewell, Suffolk, for their sixth 
nuclear power station, it was announced 


on Monday. The site was selected as 
that most suitable for development. 

The site area is mainly heath and wood- 
land on the coast, two miles to the east 
of Leiston. The sub-soil is capable of 
supporting heavy reactors, and vast 
quantities of water required for cooling 
purposes can be taken from the deep 
water which is reasonably close inshore. 

The proposed power station will have 
an output capacity of about 650,000 
kilowatts and the site is capable of further 
development. The station would be 
connected to the 275,000-volt national 
grid system by transmission lines pro- 
ceeding westward from the site. With a 
capacity of 650,000 kilowatts the station 
is the largest nuclear power station so 
far proposed by the board. No architect 
has yet been appointed.

A HUNDRED YEARS AGO 
From THe BuILDER of October 2, 1858 


SUNDERLAND ORPHAN ASYLUM COoM- 
PETITION.—The governors of the Orphan 
Asylum offered the beggarly sums of £20 
and £10 for first and second best designs, 
with specification. Were it not that the 
struggling student could hide himself 
from the public gaze under a ‘ motto’ 
few would be found humbled enough 
to accept of the petty offers we see 
weekly on the fly-leaf of The Builder.

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THE SHELL SITE 
Building Work Stopped Again 


BUILDING work on the site of the new 

London headquarters of the Shell 
Petroleum Co., Ltd., stopped last Friday 
night. Sir Robert McAlpine and Sons, Ltd., 
issued a statement on September 25 which 
was posted on notice boards on the site. 
This said the company regretted that ‘due 
to the behaviour of an_ irresponsible 
minority of the labour force, it has become 
necessary to close down the firm’s contract 
on the Shell South Bank site to rephase the 
construction programme. 

‘This situation has been brought about 
by the continued unofficial strike action on 
the part of the concrete reinforcement 
ixers, in defiance of instructions issued by 
their trade union and by the Civil Engineer- 
mg Construction Conciliation Board, to 
resume normal work this morning.’ 

The Civil Engineering Construction Con- 
ciliation Board, representing employers and 
the trade union side also issued a stafement. 
They are responsible for labour relations in 
the civil engineering contracting industry. The 
statement by the joint chairman of the board 
said: ‘The situation which has arisen on 
the Shell site, and which has resulted in the 
dismissal by Sir Robert McAlpine and Sons, 
Ltd., of all the workpeople employed there, 
is the culmination of events over a period 
of several months. Over these months, 
work has been repeatedly disrupted by the 
activities of a small minority of the labour 
force who have called a number of unofficial 
strikes and imposed embargoes on the 
recruitment of additional operatives. 

* During the past week there was a further 
unofficial strike of concrete reinforcement 
fixers in defiance of instructions to the con- 
trary issued to the strikers by the Transport 
and General Workers’ Union, and in 
defiance of an instruction of the Concilia- 
tion Board issued on Tuesday afternoon, 


September 23, in the following terms:— 
The Board advised the men’s representatives 
“that they deplored the unofficial stop- 
page of steelfixers which commenced on 
Monday, September 15, and which still con- 
tinued in defiance of union advice and 
instruction, and the Board instructed these 
men to resume work not later than starting 
time on Thursday, September 25. In the 
meantime the Board could not give any con- 
sideration to the claim submitted in regard 
to bonus.” 

‘The strikers failed to comply with the 
instruction of the Conciliation Board to 
return to work at starting time this morn- 
ing. Sir Robert McAlpine and Sons had no 
alternative but to take the action they have 
taken. 

‘The record of the Conciliation Board in 
the labour relations field over a period of 
nearly 40 years is an excellent one, and 
neither side of the Board is prepared to have 
the authority of the Board persistently 
ignored by an irresponsible minority. . . . 

‘It is the intention of both sides of the 
Board to maintain the policy and to con- 
tinue to give every support to the vast 
majority of our workpeople who wish to 
carry out their work free from intimidation 
and in an atmosphere of goodwill.’ 

The strike is not recognised by the 
TGWU and the shop stewards have been 
making efforts to get their backing. 

Mr. Ernest Jones, MBE, Secretary of 
the National Federation of Building Trades 
Operatives, stated that the Federation was 
not concerned in the dispute.

* Jerry Builders’ Criticism 
Answered 


AT A LUNCHEON to mark the opening of the 
12th Sussex Industries Exhibition and Trade 
Fair held at Brighton on September 11, the 
attack on ‘jerry builders, made by Mr. 
James Earle, chairman of Bognor Regis 
Urban Council (reported in The Builder of 
September 19) was answered by Mr. P. W. 
BARTON, secretary of the West Sussex Asso- 
ciation of Building Trades Employers. He 
said: ‘ The chairman of Bognor Regis Urban 
Council must be more careful, both of his 
remarks and of the occasions on which he 
makes them. . Builders throughout the 
county—indeed, throughout the country— 
base their work on a solid reputation for 
sound building, often gained over a period 
of years. Builders,’ he went on ‘are ever 
mindful of the needs of planning authorities, 
by-laws and similar enactments and are 
instantly sensitive to the requirements of the 
buyers—those on whom the whole founda- 
tions of their businesses rest.’ 

In answer to questions Mr. Barton said: 
‘ About 700 builders in Sussex belong to our 
county association. We represent the vast 
majority of builders—but, of course, we can- 
not speak for the others.’ 
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UNIVERSITY BUILDING 
More Work Envisaged 


N increased volume of new building 

will be required if increased pressure 
to admit higher numbers of students to 
the universities is to be accepted. This 
point emerges from the University 
Grants Committee report published last 
week (University Development, 1952-57, 
Stationery Office, 5s. 6d.). It was always 
known, says the report, that the birth rate 
rise after the war would lead to increased 
pressure for admission about the middle 
of the next decade. ‘What was not 
realised was that, although the size of the 
age groups from which university 
students are drawn would not begin to in- 
crease for some years, pressure was about 
to develop owing to the tendency for 
more pupils to remain at school until 
aged 17 plus and to qualify for admission 
to universities.’ 

In October, 1957, the total of full-time 
students reached 94,600. This was higher 
by 5,889 (6.7 per cent.) than in October, 
1956. Admissions to undergraduate 
courses were up by 2,093 (8.3 per cent.). 

‘The increase in the number of appli- 
cations for admission to universities in 
the past two years has been much greater 
than the increase in the capacity of the 
universities to admit students,’ the report 
continues, ‘ and this had led to difficulties 
for the candidates, for the schools from 
which they come, and for the universi- 
ties themselves.’ 

Accepting even the present number of 


a 


.students has imposed a _ considerable 


strain on the universities, the report adds, 
and it has been quite clear that if still 
larger numbers are to be accepted with- 
out a lowering of standards a greatly 
increased volume of new building will be 
required, as well as an increase in staffs. 

The amount of the non-recurrent grant 
to which the committee are authorised 
to commit the Treasury for the capital 
cost of buildings started in’ the calendar 
year has been increased as follows:

Discussions with universities and col- 
leges, says the report, were based on an 
estimated total increase to about 124,000 
students by the mid-1960s, with the possi- 
bility of a further increase of about 10 
per cent. in the second half of the decade, 
Though the future rate of increase can- 
not be predicted with any confidence, the 
committee think that the increase beyond 
124,000 foreseen for the late 1960s may 
well prove to be permanent.

MONWEALTH FORCES 
Opening by the Queen 

N October 25, the Queen is to unveil a 

memorial in Brookwood Military 
Cemetery in Surrey to the memory of 3,500 
men and women of the Commonwealth land 
forces who died at sea, in raids and missions 
from the UK, or on active service outside 
the main theatres of war, and have no 
known grave. 

The memorial has been designed by Mr. 
Ralph Hobday, ARIBA, architect to the 
Imperial War Graves Commission, and built 
by Messrs. E. H. Burgess, Ltd., who also 
built the Merchant Navy Memorial at Tower 
Hill. It takes the form of a circular colon- 
nade of Portland stone surrounding a central 
grassed court. Sixteen piers support a narrow 
roof, above which rises a low clerestory. The 
names of those commemorated are carved on 
28 panels of green slate from the Broughton 
Moor quarries, set on 14 of the piers. A 
curved stone wall, between the two remaining 
piers, facing into the central court, bears 
the inscription. 

Surrounding the memorial are grass walks 
bounded by curved yew hedges with recessed 
seat features and flower beds, the whole 
framed by eight weeping birches. Four 
adjacent quadrants are to be planted with 
rhododendrons, azaleas, heathers and other 
shrubs and flowers. 


*‘ LONDON RUSH HOUR 
DOESN’T MAKE SENSE’ 


Minister Urges Firms to Move 


Out 
R. HENRY BROOKE, Minister of 
Housing and Local Government, 


urged London businessmen and_indus- 
trialists to consider moving out wherever 
possible to ease congestion. He was open- 
ing an LCC exhibition at Charing Cross 
underground station on decentralisation of 
industry on September 22. 

‘Certainly it is the Government’s aim to 
encourage the movement of factories and 
offices and people out of London,” he said. 
‘London itself is over-populated; besides 
that, hundreds of thousands of men and 
women travel daily by train and bus into 
London to their work. When you have 
been struggling in the rush hour crowds, or 
standing in a packed train, have you ever 
said to yourself, “ All this tiring travelling 
doesn’t make sense? ”’ 

‘Many firms have already moved their 
factories eut of London into the New 
Towns built since the war by the Govern- 
ment. The factories in these New Towns 
are already employing more than 40,000 
people, so you can see that they have been 
a success and that the difficulties of moving 
out of London have been overcome. 

“In addition to the New Towns, there 
are the older towns which want more 
Londoners to come and live in them. The 
LCC, pursuing its policy of trying to reduce 
the dreadful congestion in London, has 
reached agreement with some of these older 
towns to help. At Bletchley and Swindon 
building has already been going on for 
some time. At other towns like Haverhill 
and Thetford, Huntingdon and Letchworth, 
it is just starting. 


‘Obviously we want factories and houses 
to go up simultaneously, so that there will 
be work for the people when they arrive. 

‘I know that these expanding towns will 
offer a welcome and give all the help they 
can to industrialists who decide to move to 
new factories there, and likewise to 
Londoners who decide to move out to new 
houses with gardens there. What these 
towns can Offer are space to put down 
modern factories designed for efficiency and 
high produetivity, with room for expan- 
sion: new houses for those who work in the 
factories: better and cleaner surroundings 
to work in, and quick and easy journeys to 
work: and all this at less cost than in 
London. 

“These towns are not mushroom growths. 
They are established country towns, with 
churches and schools and shops and 
character.’ 


WESTMINSTER 
PLANNING INQUIRY 
Question of Piccadilly Circus 
' Redevelopment 


LOCAL inquiry into appeals concern- 

ing town planning applications in regard 
to 15-17, Coventry-street, 3, Great Wind- 
mill-street and the site of St. Peter’s Church, 
Westminster, which is being held by the 
Minister of Housing and Local Govern- 
ment, into three appeals by H. Samuel, Ltd., 
concerning applications made by T. P. 
Bennett and Son, for planning permissions, 
opened at Westminster City Hall yesterday 
(October 2). 

(1) relates to the Council’s failure to 
issue a decision on an application dated 
February 12, 1957, for the redevelopment 
of the sites of 15-17, Coventry-street, 3, 
Great Windmill-street and St. Peters 
Church, Westminster, by the erection of a 
new building for use as (a) cinema, shops 
or stores; (b) restaurant or licensed 
premises, cinema, dance hall or place of 
public entertainment, offices, showrooms 
and hotel rooms with ancillary services; 

(2) is against the Council’s refusal to grant 
planning permission in respect of a revised 
application dated January 14, 1958, to 
redevelop the same site. The Council’s 
reasons for refusing permission were :— 

(a) The proposed development will 
prejudice the comprehensive redevelop- 
ment of Piccadilly Circus and in particu- 
lar of the lands fronting Great Windmill- 
street between Shaftesbury-avenue and 

Coventry-street which will form the 

eastern side of Piccadilly Circus ‘when 

Stage II of the Council’s proposed road 

improvement is carried out. 

(b) The proposal will increase con- 
gestion in the central area. 

(c) No provision is made for off-street 
servicing and car-parking; 

(3) is against a condition attached to 
planning permission dated February 5, 1958, 
in respect of an application made on 
January 14, 1957, to redevelop the site of 
St. Peter’s Church by the erection of a new 
building comprising shops and offices. This 
condition prescribes that the permission 
shall be null and void unless detailed plans, 
sections and elevations are submitted for 
the approval of the LOC within three years. 

The appeals are being heard by the 
Minister’s Inspector, Mr. S. J. Docking, MA, 
BArch., ARIBA. 
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INSPECTION OF 
CHURCHES 


Conference Reviews Working of 
New Measure 


A THREE-DAY conference of architects 
and specialists on church fabric ended 
in York on September 26. Arranged by the 
York Institute of Architectural Study in 
association with the Central Council for the 
Care of Churches and the Ecclesiastical 
Architects and Surveyors’ Association, the 
conference reviewed the working of the 
Inspection of Churches Measure, 1955. 

Miss J. G. Scott, of the Central Council 
for the Care of Churches, said the new 
measure was a tremendous advance in the 
care of churches and would help in reducing 
the number of dilapidated buildings up and 
down the country. But, she said, the dio- 
cese’s ability to pay for the repairs found 
necessary was the crux of the problem. 

The conference approved a _ resolution 
dealing with the need to review the fees 
laid down for the architects’ inspections and 
reports. The figure of 15 guineas was men- 
tioned as a minimum, or alternatively, a fee 
based on the time spent on the work. 

The conference also approved the prin- 
ciple that in order to preserve continuity of 
interest in the work, the architect who in- 
spects the church should also supervise the 
repairs. 


HIGH TENSION 
POWER CABLES 


‘ More Prominent Warning Signs 
Needed ’ 


BUILDERS in the Midlands noted the 

warning given by an inquest jury at 
Redditch on September 26 that more pro- 
minent signs giving information about the 
presence of high tension power cables should 
be put up on sites where building work is 
about to begin. 

The jury was hearing the case of four 
Birmingham men who were electrocuted 
when the rope of a crane lowering a girder 
on which they were standing fouled an 
overhead high tension cable. Two other 
men on the girder were not killed because 
they were wearing rubber boots. 

The jury returned verdicts of ‘ accidental 
death’ on Martin Gerald Murphy (47), the 
foreman on the building site, Roland Wil- 
liam Booth (20), Dennis Reginald Gardener 
(23) and Frank Rickards (57). 

Mr. J. T. Leek, travelling supervisor for 
Sherbourne Engineering Ltd., the construc- 
tion firm employed on the site, said that as 
far as he knew no one employed by the 
company had surveyed the field. He saw the 
poles but had taken them for telegraph 
poles. He had not seen any danger notices 
near the site, nor the high tension cable. 

Mr. E. B. WiLLIs, divisional manager of 
the Midlands Electricity Board, said the 
poles carrying the high tension cables and 
the notices were in accordance with British 
Standard regulations, but the poles did re- 
semble telegraph poles. The notices were 
considered sufficient by the people who 
framed the regulations. There was a trip 
mechanism at a sulb-station about half-a- 
mile away, he continued, but it did not 
eperate in this case because there was in- 
sufficient current flowing to earth.

Court of Common Council 
to Have Barbican Report 


A NUMBER of applications relating 
*™ to building development in the City 
of London were considered by the Court 
of Common Council which met again on 
September 25 after the summer recess. 
On the recommendation of the Improve- 
ments and Town Planning Committee, 
approval was given to the following pro- 
posed schemes: 

Site of St. Stephen’s Church and Vicarage, 
Coleman-street: erection of a new multi- 
storey office block and alterations to the 
adjoining Swiss Bank Corporation premises 
in connection with the development (D. Du 
R. Aberdeen and Partners, 19 Southampton- 
place, WC1); 

11 Hart-street and 3a, 4a, 4 and 5 New 
London-street: erection of an office building 
with shops on the ground floor (City of 
London Real Property Co., Ltd., 16 Mark- 
lane, EC3); 

46, 47 and 48 Mark-lane and 1 to 8 
Byward-street: erection of an office building 
with retail shops on the ground floor (City 
of London Real Property Co., Ltd.); 

97a, b, c and d, and 99 to 107 (odd) Queen 
Victoria-street, 5 to 8 Lambeth Hill, 214 to 
220 Upper Thames-street and the highways 
of Lambeth-hill, Brooks-yard and Boss- 
court: erection of a new building for use 
as the headquarters of the Salvation Army

Development Refused 


The Court refused to permit the follow- 
ing proposed development: erection of a 
new building for use as a shop with living 
accommodation over at 61 Minories (C. C.

It was stated that the reason for refusal 
was that the proposed development was un- 
satisfactory in that the site should form part 
of a comprehensive redevelopment area and 
the development of the site as a single unit 
would seriously prejudice such compre- 
hensive development. 

Approval of drawings and/or materials 
submitted in compliance with conditions of 
permission already granted was given in the 
following cases: 54 and 55 Fetter-lane, part 
of 12, 13, 14 and 15 and part of 16 Bartletts 
Buildings and 9 and part of 11 Plough- 
place: building comprising basement, 
ground and four upper floors, and linking 
with existing premises in Fetter-lane.

It was agreed that a building lease of a 
site at 13 and 13a Warwick-lane and 1 to 4 
Amen-corner—an area of 5,600 sa. ft.— 
should be granted to C. L. Gray Properties 
Ltd., for the erection of a block of 12 high 
class flats with adequate car parking faci- 
lities, at a ground rent of £2,500 a year. 
The matter will be referred to the improve- 
ments and Town Planning Committee so 
that steps can be taken to obtain the formal 
approval of the Minister of Housing and 
Local Government. 


Barbican Plan ‘ Early in 1959’ 


During question time Mr. W. E. Lowrie 
asked for information about the report of 
architects showing in detail rents and letting 
terms and the preparation of a prospectus in 
order to assess demand, ‘with reasonable 
accuracy,’ for residential accommodation in 
the Barbican area. He pointed out that the 
architects were commissioned in December, 
1957, to prepare a report before the summer 
recess of 1958. 

Replying, Mr. Eric Witkins, Chairman 
of the Barbican Committee, said that the 
report from Messrs. Chamberlin, Powell and 
Bon had not yet been received. He explained 
that the City of London Schools Committee 
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had to be consulted about the provision of 
a new girls’ school within the Barbican, and 
the Music Committee about the siting of the 
Guildhall School of Music and Drama. The 
Barbican Committee’s proposals had then 
to be submitted to the Improvements and 
Town Planning Committee for their obser- 
vations. 

‘It was obviously desirable to carry the 
assent of these committees in the early stages 
of the scheme,’ said Mr. Wilkins. * Discus- 
sions were more prolonged than anticipated 
and it was not until July 15 that agreement 
in principle was reached between the Bar- 
bican and Improvement and Town Planning 
Committees on some major points on which 
views conflicted. 

* The architects have, therefore, only re- 
cently received instructions on these major 
points of principle. The sense of urgency is 
one which is generally shared, and the Bar- 
bican Committee are well aware of it. Hav- 
ing discussed the matter with the architects 
I expect that the Committee will submit 
their recommendations to the Court early 
next year.” 


MASTER BUILDERS’ 
REGIONAL CONFERENCE 


Industry Concerned with Future 


Mr. T. Ritey, president of the North- 
West Region of the Federation of Master 
Builders, speaking at the Regional annual 
conference of members, held at the Imperial 
Hotel, Blackpool, on September 27, said: 
‘The industry is very much concerned with 
its future—with the kind of young men who 
are coming in to learn one or other of the 
many trades—and with the need to train 
them in a thorough manner. 

‘In the immediate years ahead,’ he con- 
tinued, ‘there will be a sudden increase 
in the number of young fellows leaving 
school to seek their places in industry— 
a situation for which every one ef us has 
some responsibility. We require 20,000 to 
25,000 young men every year to take up 
work in one or other of the skilled trades 
concerned with building, and there are facili- 
ties for their training for a five-year period. 

‘In the face of the obvious attractions 
of other and newer industries, particularly 
those connected with mechanics, speed and 
space travel, the less spectacular work of 
the building trades may be overlooked. 
There should be no illusions, however, in 
this respect; the work of building craftsmen 
can give lasting satisfaction, and contributes 
more to the well-being and comfortable 
living of the community than that of any 
other calling.’ 

Mr. Riley went on: ‘We want the very 
best of the youngsters coming forward: there 
is a solid future for them; and new tech- 
niques and forms of construction offer an 
intelligent and interesting career. The train- 
ing and maintenance of apprentices is a con- 
siderably economic problem at present for 
employers and craftsmen, and it is usually 
the smaller firms where the principal gives 
his personal attention to the work which 
provide the most thoroughly trained 
apprentices, but in the last 10 years the 
building trade has been bedevilled by fre- 
quent changes of Government policy, by 
cuts followed by booms, followed by cuts, 
and so on. Can we not ask for longer term 
assurances of stability for the trade? 
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BUILDERS’ FOREMEN 


London Association’s Ladies’ 
Night 


HE annual Ladies’ Festival of the 

London Builders’ Foremen’s Associa- 
tion was held in the Connaught Rooms 
on Saturday last when over 400 mem- 
bers and guests were received by the 
President, Mr. E. J. Webb, and his 
daughter, Miss E. Webb, deputising for 
Mrs. Webb, whom ilinéss unfortunately 
had prevented from being present. 

The toast of the Association and its 
President was proposed by Mr. STANLEY 
Farrow, MBE, President LMBA, who 
expressed his pleasure in being present 
to pay tribute to the association in its 
37th year. The links between the LBFA 
and the LMBA had always been strong, 
he said; he hoped it would continue that 
way for the Foremen’s Association had 
the important job of strengthening the 
status of the general foreman in the 
industry. 

‘I hope we shall never forget the import- 
ance of our industry,’ said Mr. Farrow. 
“In many ways it is a difficult one, requir- 
ing a high degree of efficiency of manufac- 
turing processes. It is also open to criticism, 
for we work outside in the public gaze, 
very open to comment by “ goofers” 
amateurs and do-it-yourselfers. I some- 
times wonder how many of those who stand 
and criticise the building industry at its 
work would be prepared to throw open the 
departments and back yards which lie behind 
their own glossy waiting-rooms; I also won- 
der how much the time spent goofing on 
building sites is costing other industries. 

“You, the general foremen,’ added Mr. 
Farrow, ‘are bearing the brunt of all the 
work on site in all types of contract and 
under all sorts of conditions. Your job 
includes the recruitment of labour; you are 
expected to be familiar with the working 
rule agreement and the apprenticeship 
schemes; to know about new materials and 
techniques, electricity, plumbing, heating and 
ventilation (with something about acoustics, 
fire appliances and the Factories Act thrown 
in); you must have special interest in 
accident prevention (and I hope that before 
long your traditional bowler hat will be 
changed for the safety helmet); you must 
understand mechanical equipment from the 
motorised saw to the tower crane; you must 
understand standard forms of contract (and 
others not so standard) and read and inter- 
pret drawings from good, bad and indifferent 
architects, besides deciphering those sketches 
that appear on the backs of envelopes; and 
you must be familiar with building Acts 
and by-laws, which are changing all the 
time. 

‘But chiefly, you must be able to get on 
with people—clients, architects, engineers, 
district surveyors, building inspectors, quan- 
tity surveyors, sub-contractors, trades union 
organisers, representatives from manufac- 
turers and, not least, your own boss. In 
addition to all this, you are expected to 
know something about the subject of 
management—a thing you have spent most 
of your working lives in doing.’ 

The knowledge of all these subjects 
possessed by the general foreman enabled 
a tremendous volume of building work to be 








carried on all over the United Kingdom 
and throughout the world, said Mr. Farrow. 
‘Yours is a great responsibility; you must 
keep your members up-to-date and together; 
you must train your successors through 
training trade foremen and craftsmen. All 
this is a most important task, and in it the 
London Master Builders’ Association wishes 
you continued success. 

‘In that task you are fortunate in hav- 
ing a President such as Mr. Webb, a tire- 
less worker who also holds the position of 
Hon. Treasurer. He has taken office at a 
difficult time in the industry’s history, but 
that situation is now showing signs of 
improvement,’ Mr. Farrow added. 

Mr. Wess responded in an admirably 
delivered speech, in which he welcomed the 
guests and thanked the Association’s social 
committee and its chairman, Mr. F. J. Beach- 
Barnard, for their work in making the 
evening a success. 

‘The Ladies’ were toasted by Mr. G. 
WINSTANLEY, past-president, who asked that 
the President should convey to Mrs. Webb 
the company’s united regret that she had 
been unable to be present. Response was 
by Miss BRENDA PIESSE.

wrong when we are not looking and 
break things when the night watchman’s 
back is turned. I believe he knows more 
about these, too, than he is prepared to 
tell. These are his secrets and, after all, 
why should he share his special world 
with us ordinary creatures of the day? I 
have a very private theory that gremlins 
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eventually become ghosts when they are 
grown up, and one day I hope to find a 
night watchman who will tell me whether 
I am right. 

But the gremlins are not his only com- 
panions by any means. How many of 
us have seen and admired his glowing 
brazier, made out of a bucket with holes 
in the side, which only he knows how to 
keep alight? How I would like to know 
the secrets of his nightly fire. Do the 
drainpipes come along and dance a ballet 
for him? Is there a harlequinade and, 
if so, who is Harlequin? I know—the 
cans of paint, of course. That is why 
there is always so much spilt on the 
floor. And somebody plays the harmonica 
on the plaster angles. I wonder what 
happens when he does his tour of the 
building.

‘Minister Approves Proposals 


THE PROPOSALS approved by the Minister 
of Education for the major school building 
programme for 1959-60 for the West Riding 
gave ‘no grounds for dissatisfaction,’ said 
Mr. A. B. CLEGG, the West Riding Education 
Officer, at the Education Committee’s meet- 
ing at Wakefield on September 23. The 
Minister had approved a programme for six 
primary and three secondary schools at a 
cost of about £1,750,000, it was announced. 


The primary schools include a country 
junior school at Whiston and one at Stocks- 
bridge. Secondary schools include one for 
High Green, adaptations and extensions to 
the existing school at Wickersley, and 
extensions at Brampton Bierlow, Penistone 
Grammar school, and at the Wath Roman 
Catholic School. 


Comprehensives ‘ Under 
Consideration ’ 


The building or formation of comprehen- 
sive schools is under consideration, and the 
Education Officer was asked to put forward 
proposals for the Ecclesfield and Hoyland 
areas. He will prepare proposals for the 
amalgamation and enlargement of the 
existing boys’ and girls’ secondary schools at 
Edlington to form a comprehensive school, 
and for forming similar schools at Arm- 
thorpe and Wombwell. These last two may 
be added to the secondary schools reserve 
building programme if the Minister of 
Education agrees.

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OBITUARY 
André Sive 


A NDRE SIVE, who died in France on 
“"~ September 22, was one of the 
pioneers of modern architecture. He was 
born in Szeged, in Hungary, in 1901. His 
father was a lawyer and a liberal politi- 
cian, 

Mr. Erné Goldfinger writes: He studied 
architecture under Peter Behrends in Berlin 
and later in Vienna, where he graduated. He 
came to Paris in 1924 and worked in various 
offices, amongst others with Auguste Perret, 
whose Beaux Arts Atelier he also joined for 
a short time. He also worked with Siclis 
and was mainly responsible for the ThéAtre 
Pigalle. In 1926, in collaboration with 
myself, he designed a shop in Dover- 
street, London (since bombed), for Helena 
Rubenstein which was termed ‘The first 
modern shop in London’ by Professor Sir 
Charles Reilly. In 1929 he joined CIAM, of 
which he was an active member all his life. 

During the war, he escaped to Algiers, 
where he met Claudius Petit, who was to 
become Minister of Reconstruction for 
France. The two of them worked out many 
of the problems for reconstruction after 
liberation. 

Back in France with the rank of Lt. 
Colonel, he was sent to the Saar, where he 
was responsible for the regional plan of this 
territory worked out by the occupation 
power. He also designed the beautiful 
monument commemorating the deported 
Frenchmen in the Saar. 

Returning to Paris, he was responsible 
for a great many housing schemes and 
industrial buildings; amongst others, he was 
part of the team which built the tall blocks 
on the sea front in Boulogne-sur-Mer; the 
flats in Aubervillier and Medon and the 
charming settlement of prefabricated houses 
in Medon. His greatest work was the new 
town of Firminy, in the centre of France, 
which is partly completed now. 

He represented France last year on the 
jury for the competition for the new capital 
of Brazil: Brazillia. (The British representa- 
tive on the jury was Sir Wm. Holford). He 
was a Chevallier of the Légion d’Honneur. 


Sir Richard Allison, CVO, FRIBA 


WE REGRET to record the death of Sir 
Richard Allison, CVO, CBE, FRIBA, who 
was Chief Architect HM Office of Works 
from 1920 to 1934. He was in his 90th 

ear. 
‘ Richard Allison entered the Office of 
Works at the age of 20 and was appointed 
assistant architect in 1901. Ten years later 
he became architect and was promoted 
Principal Architect on the retirement of Sir 
Henry Tanner in 1915, and Chief Architect 
when the Directorate of Works was formed 
in 1920. He was said to have owed his first 
large job to having exceeded the instruc- 
tions given him by the late Lord Esher, 
then permanent head of the Office of Works, 
who asked him to look at some sketch plans 
for extending the area in front of Bucking- 
ham Palace. Though only a draughtsman 
at the time, Allison, guessing that the ques- 
tion of a memorial for Queen Victoria was 
being mooted, drew up a design which pro- 
vided not only for a memoria] but for the 
treatment of the Mall as an approach to 
it. The sketch design was approved, and 


Allison was associated with Sir Aston Webb 
in carrying out the work, and the sugges- 
tion for a triumphal arch at the Trafalgar 
Square end of the Mall was his. Inci- 
dentally, it is not generally known that the 
surveyors ran into trouble with the slope of 
the ground from the Admiralty Arch to the 
top of Charing Cross which even today 
requires careful negotiation by carriages. 
For some years subsequently Allison 
travelled about Europe supervising the erec- 
tion of embassies and legation buildings; 
one that he rebuilt, after an earthquake, 
was in Tokyo. During the 1914-18 war he 
designed several hospitals and between the 
wars he was responsible for the new Science 
Museum, South Kensington; the King 
Edward Building of the GPO; and Corn- 
wall House, Waterloo-road. The restoration 
of the stonework on the Houses of Parlia- 
ment was also begun under his direction.

Messrs. HicGs AND Hu, Lrtp., held 
their 12th Apprentices’ Supper on Septem- 
ber 27 at the Ardington Rooms, Clapham 
Junction.

Towle and Mr. E. L. Jones, joint Secretaries 
of the London Regional Apprenticeship 
Committee; Mr. A. N. Goddard and Mr.

Mr. GERALD A. Hit, OBE, presided, and, 
after welcoming the apprentices—some of 
whom had travelled from the company’s 
branch offices in Coventry and Leeds — 
introduced the guests and went on to 
announce that during the year 18 appren- 
tices had passed their intermediate City and 
Guilds examinations, six had passed their 
finals, four their National Certificates and 
one his Higher National Certificate. He 
then spoke of the general foremen who, 
with their guidance and instruction, had 
helped the apprentices immensely. 

He went on to say that the year 1958 
had a great significance in the history of the 
company, for 60 years ago it first came 
into existence as a private limited company, 
and was now a leading concern in the 
industry.

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PROSPECTS FOR 
BUILDING 


LMBA President Optimistic 


AN optimistic view of the prospects for 

the building industry was taken by 
Mr. Stanley Farrow, President of the 
LMBA, when he addressed the Southern 
Area at a luncheon in his honour in 
Mitcham last Friday, September 26. Mr. 
R. F. Mansell, Chairman of the Area, 
presided. 

‘The building industry,’ said MR. 
FARROW, ‘is now going through one of 
those transitional periods to which it is 
constantly being subjected—on the one 
hand a vast volume of work ahead, on 
the other not sufficient immediately in 
sight to keep it fully employed. 

*I am on the side of the optimists, and 
I believe that the optimists will win. We 
shall be feeling the strain of the “ credit 
squeeze” over the next six months, but 
all the indications are that the spring will 
see our industry again on the upward 
trend,’ he added. 

For a change was coming over the 
economic situation, and it would appear that 
we were steadily, if rather furtively, moving 
away from a policy of economic restriction 
to a policy of economic expansion. So far 
the emphasis had been on consumer goods, 
but the increase in demand was bound to 
have its effect on the building industry in 
due course. 


Competition for Work 

‘The industry has been having, and for 
some months will continue to have, a very 
difficult time,’ continued the President, * and 
the competition for the work that is avail- 
able at the present time is so great that a 
large volume of work is being undertaken 
at completely uneconomic prices. Some 
short-sighted people may welcome this situa- 
tion, but in my opinion if that is allowed 
to continue it will do considerable harm to 
the industry as a whole and will set back 
the many schemes for recruitment, train- 
ing and education to which we have set our 
hands. 

*I believe that it is important for our 
industry and for the country as a whole 
that the demand for our products should 
be stimulated, and I sincerely hope that in 
the near future we shall see clearer signs 
that this is taking place. I know, of course, 
that it takes over a year for a big building 
contract to get under way, but small jobs 
can be started almost over-night and a num- 
ber of them spread over London would 
come to a sizeable total. 

‘A short time ago we were faced with a 
7 per cent. Bank Rate, and the bank mana- 
ger was a man to be avoided. To-day the 
Bank Rate is 44 per cent., with the pundits 
forecasting a further reduction, and the 
bank manager is inviting you to come in 
and see him if you want a loan for replace- 
ments and repairs. These things are bound 
to have their effect, and it may be quicker 
than we think. Whether the local manager 
will be as welcoming as the Head Office 
of the banks indicate remains to be seen.’ 

Mr. Farrow concluded by saying: ‘I am 
not normally over-optimistic, but I believe 
the next six months will justify my present 
view.” 
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INQUIRY BUREAU 
Removal of a Restrictive Covenant 


Q.—I am at present negotiating the pur- 
chase of an area of land with the intention 
to erect a private dwelling house. The 
area forms approximately half of a plot 
sold in 19@5 and at that date a restrictive 
covenant was imposed which restricted the 
use of the whole original plot of land to 
accommodate one house only. 

It now appears that I shall have to apply 
to the Lands Tribunal to have the covenant 
varied, and I should be obliged if you would 
advise me where and how to make the 
necessary application and also would there 
be any need to engage counsel or could I 
appear and present the case myself?

A.—Application for the removal of a 
restrictive covenant must be made by a 
“person interested’ in the land. If Mr. A 
has the benefit of, say, a conditional con- 
tract of sale then he will have a sufficient 
interest at law to enable him to make the 
application. Otherwise, the application 
must be made in the name of the present 
owner of the land. 

The application should be made sub- 
stantially in the form prescribed by Form 
7 of the Lands Tribunal Rules, 1956, S.I. 
1956 No. 1734. The form requires the 
applicant, inter alia, to-set out the grounds 
of his application. The only grounds on 
which the Tribunal can remove or modify 
a restrictive covenant are— 

(a) that by reason of changes in the 
character of the property or the neigh- 
bourhood or other circumstances of the 
case which the Authority may deem 
material, the restriction ought to be 
deemed obsolete, or that the continued 
existence thereof would impede the 
reasonable user of the land for public or 
private purposes without securing prac- 
tical benefits to other persons, or, as the 
case¢ may be, would unless modified so 
impede such user; or 

(b) that the persons of full age and 
capacity for the time being or from time 
to time entitled to the benefit of the res- 
triction, whether in respect of estates in 
fee simple or any lesser estates or 
interests in the property to which the 
benefit of the restriction is annexed, have 
agreed, either expressly or by implica- 
tion, by their acts or omissions, to the 
same being discharged or modified; or 

(c) that the proposed discharge or 
modification will not injure the persons 
entitled to the benefit of the restriction. 
On receiving Form 7 the President of the 

Lands Tribunal will direct what notices are 
to be given to persons who appear to be 
entitled to the benefit of the covenant, and 
those persons will be given a specified 
period in which to object. If there are no 
objections, the President may make an 
order on behalf of the Tribunal without a 
formal hearing. But if there are objec- 
tions, there will be a sitting of the Lands 
Tribunal—probably in the locality. 

The applicant can if he wishes appear in 
person. But there is a good deal of case 
law on the above mentioned grounds for 
removing a restrictive covenant and the 
whole subject is one of some technicality; 
also there may be questions as to compen- 
sation and costs. For these reasons I think 





the applicant would be well advised to have 
legal representations—either solicitor or 
counsel. A. EF. 


The Financial Position of a 
Nominated Sub-Contractor 


Q.—Could you let us kaow the present 
position with regard to the financial status 
of nominated sub-contractors in a contract 
let under the RIBA Contract (1956 Re- 
vision), with particular reference to the 
appointment to a general contractor of a 
receiver and manager due to bankruptcy? 

Some time ago you published a report on 
a law case—The Helical Bar and Engineer- 
ing Co., Ltd., v. the Liquidators of Messrs. 
Tout and Finch, Ltd. In this case we believe 
the nominated sub-contractor had signed a 
standard form of sub-contract. [Reported 
in The Builder of December 18, 1953.] 

To state a case, let us suppose an archi- 
tect certifies a penultimate certificate on a 
building contract—i.e., releasing all moneys 
other than the 5 per cent. retention not due 
until the completion of maintenance. In 
the certificate prior to the penultimate cer- 
tificate certain sums were specifically in- 
cluded (a list being given of the amounts 
payable) for various nominated sub-con- 
tractors. Further inclusions, again simi- 
larly specified and listed, were included in 
the penultimate certificate. Since that date 
the general contractor has defaulted in his 
payments to the nominated sub-contractors, 
and now a receiver and manager have been 
appointed. 

Under clause 21(c) of the Conditions of 
Contract may the architect now certify and 
the employer pay direct to such nominated 
sub-contractors, any, or all, of their out- 
standing balances, and deduct such amounts 
from the balance owing under the out- 
standing final certificate to the general con- 
tractor, or does statutory law regarding 
bankruptcy overrule this clause? Let us 
suppose in this case that thi: nominated sub- 
contractors did not sign a standard form of 
sub-contract, but that the sub-contracts 
were let on an exchange of letters. 

In the law case you reported, we believe 
the Judge’s ruling gave the nominated sub- 
contractor preferential treatment in the 
event of a general contractor’s bankruptcy, 
whereas previously the sub-contractor 
merely ranked as any other creditor. 

Could you please enlighten us as to the 
present position. ae eS 


A.—Clause 21(c) of the RIBA standard 
form of main contract enables the em- 
ployer to pay the sub-contractor direct in 
the event of the main contractor failing to 
discharge amounts due to nominated sub- 
contractors under previous certificates. It 
is clear from the decisions in Re Wilkinson 
(1905) and in Helical Bar and Engineering 
Co. v. Liquidator of Tout and Finch (1954) 
that this clause is not overruled by the 
bankruptcy laws. 

It is true that in the latter case the nomi- 
nated sub-contractor had signed an RIBA 
standard form of sub-contract, and this 
strengthened his position because the 
learned judge held that by virtue of clause 
11 of the sub-contract, the main contractor 
must be regarded as trustee of moneys paid 
to him on account of work done by the sub- 
contractor. 

If the sub-contractor has mot signed a 
RIBA standard form of sub-contraet, the 
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employer can still pay him direct under 
clause 21(c) of the main contract notwith- 
standing the appointment of a liquidator. 
In this case, the sub-contractor is in a 
weaker position because he must rely on 
the goodwill of the employer to pay him 
direct, but I have little doubt that the em- 
ployer can do so. A. E. T. 


Water Storage Tank Rusting 


Q.—Five years ago 1 bought a new house 
in an area where the water is hard. 
The cold water storage tank in the loft was 
apparently coated inside with a black paint 
probably of the bitumastic type. Signs of 
rust are just beginning to show in one or 
two spots. 

I would like to know what steps I can 
take to stop further corrosion. Are further 
coats of bitumastic type paints best, bear- 
ing in mind suitable underwater ones? Or 
is a zinc-rich paint better? 

I would also appreciate guidance as to 
what extent to clean down, and on how 
long to wait between each coat and, when 
finished, before refilling. What would you 
then recommend to prevent further rust- 
ing? 

The water is not used for drinking pur- 
poses and the plumbing is entirely of 
copper except for the galvanised iron cold 
storage tank, which I believe does lead to 
some electrolytic action. J. S. W. 


A.—It may be said that from the day of 
manufacture all metals return to their 
natural elements in time. Time will vary 
with the class of metals and the conditions 
to which they are exposed. A piece of un- 
protected mild steel in a dry room, will 
deteriorate far less quickly than in an un- 
heated garage or when left exposed to the 
external elements. Further dissimilar metals 
immersed in a liquid will set up action, 
particularly in the presence of a salt. 

In the case of galvanised iron storage 
tanks rust can often be found immediately 
below the ball valve, having passed through 
from the mains supply, and thus action 
starts to break down the zinc protecting 
coat. Some waters with natural or added 
deleterious chemicals may attack the metals. 

A method of protecting the zinc coating 
would be to apply at least two coats of 
some hard drying bitumastic type paint. 
In this case the tank should be emptied, 
thoroughly dried with a blowlamp and the 
rust removed chemically or with a wire 
brush. The first coat of paint should be 
applied thinly while the metal is still warm. 
Later apply the second coat quickly to 
avoid dissolving the first coat. Allow 24 
hours for each coat to dry. Further coats 
should be applied at three-yearly intervals. 

When the time comes to renew such a 
tank a study of the properties and prices 
of asbestos cement, fibreglass or nylon 
tanks may prove advantageous. With any 
one of these tanks the deterioration men- 
tioned could not occur and any other pro- 
tecting device (save against frost), would 
be unnecessary. B.& i

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the building. It has brick walls and is 
10 ft. x 5 ft. 9 in. with 11 ft. 4 in. high lath 
end plaster ceiling. The flue pipe passes 
through the brickwork just below the joists 
ind up the outside wall. 


The noise has a low note and appears to 
be from the actual flame roar. The water 
circulator also causes some noise in the 
room adjoining. 

Efforts have been and still are being made 
to find a remedy. Any advice and materials 
which you can suggest for use in this 
problem will be appreciated. R. N. H. 


A.—Fresh noises, particularly in a block 
of flats, tend to be a source of annoyance, 
but if of bearable proportions are accepted 
and eventually do not annoy. 

The inquirer is of the opinion that the 
noise is of actual flame roar. If this is true 
then the installing engineers, or the burner 
manufacturers, should satisfy themselves 
that the flame is correctly adjusted. Also 
that the minimum jet size is fitted com- 
mensurate with the heat demand, with the 
object of reducing the period of time be- 
tween flame cut-out and cut-in to keep a 
warm flue. 


It is unfortunate, that, with a ceiling 
height of 11 ft. 4 in. the flue has entered 
the brickwork so near the ceiling. Should 
the noise persist after the burner adjust- 
ments have been made then methods of 
isolating the sound must be adopted. These 
often consist of putting sleeves on all pipes 
where passing through the building fabric, 
and lagging pipes freely. The treatment of 
the lath and plaster ceiling could consist 
of a 4 im to } in. quilt hung over 2 in. x 
2 in. battens and a soft building board 
nailed to the underside of the battens. In 
place of the building board a sound 
absorbing plaster product could be used. 

The noise from the circulator might be 
reduced if it were of sufficient size to handle 
the flow of water required with ease, pro- 
perly bedded to a brick or concrete base, 
and the connecting pipes treated as pre- 
viously mentioned. Pas Bn 

UNEMPLOYMENT IN THE 
NORTH 


Forecast by Conference Delegate 


A NUMBER of builders from the south of 
England who came to the north were taking 
work away from other builders, said MR. 
N. Suute of Leeds, at the week-end con- 
ference of the Yorkshire Region of the 
Federation of Master Builders at Scar- 
borough on September 20. 


He said that these builders came north 
to put up huge blocks of flats to the detri- 
ment of the smaller builders who were not 
equipped to do this work. He forecast that 
during the coming winter many builders 
would be laying off their employees to save 
themselves losing a lot of money in the 
event of bad weather. 


Mr. W. N. Fowl ter, chief executive 
officer of the Federation, told the con- 
ference that the local authority schemes to 
sell houses at £1 down, with a mortgage, 
might not help the house builder selling 
his own houses, but they might prove to be 
of assistance to the general repair and 
maintenance builders, who were, he said. 
in the majority. 





FORESTRY COMMISSION 
ANNUAL REPORT 


Drop in Planting Due to Land 
Shortage 


(THE annual report of the Forestry 
Commissioners for the year ended 
September 30, 1957, now published 
(HMSO, price 5s. 6d.), states that the 
area of new plantations made during the 
year by the Forestry Commission and 
private owners together amounted ‘to 
89,500 acres; in round figures this total 
is the same as in the previous year, 
though there was a drop of 4,500 acres 
in the area planted by the Commission 
and an increase of the same order in the 
planting undertaken by private owners. 

Therefore the trend in decreased plant- 
ing by the Commission, after the peak 
year of 1954, continued into the year 
under review, the same trend being true 
of the acquisit.on of plantable land. The 
area planted in 1957 was 57,900 acres 
and the amount of plantable land 
acquired was 53,500 acres. 

‘The problem of stepping up the rate 
of acquisition, and with it consequently 
the rate of planting, still remains,’ says 
the report. 

Private Forestry. — Private Forestry, 
says the Commissioners’ Report, ‘ con- 
tinues to present the picture of an active 
industry with a steadily increasing acre- 
age being planted each year.’ The areas 
planted in five years are: 1953—18,200 
acres, 1954—19,100 acres; 1955—22.100 


acres; 1956 — 27,100 acres; 1957 — 
31,600 acres. 
This is a_ particularly encouraging 


achievement in view of rising costs and 
an apparent shortage of plants. 

Production and Use of Home Grown 
Timber.—The production of sawn timber 
other than sawn mining timber showed 
a further decline during the year, the 
recorded outturn of hardwoods and soft- 
woods being 5 per cent. and 34 per cent. 
respectively lower than in the previous 
year. 

The report states that in the field of 
utilisation of timber an outstanding com- 
mercial development was the opening of 
the new insulation board mill at 
Queensferry in Flintshire. Other com- 
mercial undertakings include the wood- 
wool manufacturing plant installed 
earlier in the year at Newtown, Mont- 
gomery, which is claimed to be the most 
up to date of its kind in Great Britain. 
A modern Swedish ‘ Ari’ type sawmill, 
erected at Ormskirk, commenced pro- 
duction in the year under review. The 
production capacity of the Weyroc 
factory at Annan, Dumfriesshire, was 
increased by the installation of a new 
type of chipping machine. Deliveries of 
pulpwood to the new hardboard pulp 
mill at Sudbrook, Monmouthshire. 
started during the year; it is understood 
that the annual consumption of this mill 
is expected to be appreciably above the 
original estimate of 36,000 tons. 

The total volume of timber felled in 
Commission forests during the year was 
some 20m. cu. ft. (softwoods 16.7m., 
hardwoods 3.3m.).- Thinnings accounted 
for 154m. cu. ft. and clear fellings for 
44m. and of these amounts 5.65m. cu. ft. 
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of thinnings and 1.42m. from clear 
fellings were felled by merchants 


operating in Commission woodlands. 

Throughout England and Wales there 
was a keen demand for softwoods; in 
Scotland, however, difficulties in dispos- 
ing of certain specifications of sawn 
mining timber and a recession in the box- 
wood trade led to a marked decline in 
sales of thinnings during the last few 
weeks of the year. 

Housing.—The number of houses and 
holdings provided for the forest staff since 
the Commission’s inception reached a 
total of 4,602 during the year. Of these, 
houses for foresters and foremen num- 
bered 880, and houses and holdings for 
forest workers totalled 3,722.

Safety Campaign 

E theme ‘ Extra Care Stops Falls’ runs 

through all the publicity material pre- 
pared for a new campaign by the organisers, 
the Royal Society for the Prevention of 
Accidents, 75, Victoria-street, SW1. Posters 
will be on display and employees’ interest in 
the campaign wili be stimulated by a poster 
slogan competition for which the Society is 
offering £100 in prizes.

Demarcation Dispute Warning 


The Hull Building Trades Employers’ 
Association have informed 40 heating con- 
tractors that they may have to pay damages 
to contractors if work is held up by the 
demarcation dispute between heating 
engineers and plumbers. It has delayed 
work on the Royal Infirmary, a new 
ambulance station, two schools and new 
Customs Offices in the area over the past 
three years, because the heating engineers 
and plumbers cannot agree on who should 
connect the water supplies. Plumbers 
claim that they should do this work and 
tribunals have awarded it to them. The 
Association’s Committee decided to end the 
dispute, and contractors for heating installa- 
tions will now be responsible for any costs 
incurred by the builder through delay or 
failure to carry out this decision. 


New Health Engineering Diploma 


The Royal Society of Health announces a 
new Diploma in Health Engineering 
examination. A Distinction will be 
awarded to outstanding candidates and the 
diploma will be accepted as a qualification 
for full Membership of the Society. The 
syllabus will cover appropriate municipal 
services, administration and law, and will 
include nuclear radiation protection and 
decontamination. The examination may, if 
desired, be taken in two parts, the first part 
qualifying for Associateship of the Society. 
The diploma will provide a supplementary 
qualification for workers in the environ- 
mental hygiene field, and it will be of special 
interest to architectural assistants, assistants 
in the departments of municipal engineers 
and surveyors, public health engineers, 
builders, etc., who do not intend to proceed 
to a University degree in engineering or to 
one of the examinations of the professional 
engineering institutions. The General 
Hygiene and Sanitation Examination, the 
Examination in Sanitary Science as Applied 
to Buildings and Public Works, and the 
Examination for Inspection of Water and 
Drainage Installations wil] be discontinued 
after December, 1959. The first examina- 
tion for the diploma will be held in 
July, 1959; full particulars are obtainable 
from the Secretary, Royal Society of Health, 
90, Buckingham Palace-road SW1.

Lucas (Hydraulic & Combustion Equip- 
ment) Ltp. The unit is designed for use in 
factories, schools, churches and large houses 
Known as the OS.85, it will give full com- 
fort standard heating for up to 2,750 sq. ft 
total floor area. To start the boiler it is only 
necessary to set the thermostat, switch on 
the electricity supply and press the starter 
button. Ignition is by means of an electric 
spark. Switching on and off can be done by 
an automatic time switch. If an oil feed 
blockage should. occur the system turns itself 
off and makes two attempts to restart at 
two-minute intervals. If it is unsuccessful 
a warning light appears. The hot air pro- 
duced by the furnace is ejected from floo: 
level grilles which can be selected to heat 
only certain areas. 

The stand of THOMAS POTTERTON LTD. dis- 
played a representative selection of oil-fired 
boilers which are available in sizes ranging 
from 53,000 to 1,000,000 BTU/hr.

CANADA.—A United Kingdom House, 
for all British government agencies, is be- 
ing considered and may be built on down- 
town Queen-street, Toronto, near the City’s 
new $18m. civic square. The proposal for 
this project was made to the Mayor of 
Toronto by a British financier, and will be 
presented to Board of Control and 
Toronto Planning Board for consideration. 
The new British centre would operate in a 
similar manner to Canada House in Tra- 
falgar-square. . . . The Sherwin-Williams Co. 
of Canada Ltd. have announced plans for 
the construction of a large new distribution 
centre in St. James, Manitoba. This project, 
which will cost nearly three-quarters of a 
million dollars, constitutes the first stage of 
a multi-million dollar development pro- 
gramme which, when completed, will give 
the company the most modern paint pro- 
ducing and marketing operation in Canada. 
The new plant will be located in a 12-acre 
site and include an office section, ware- 
housing unit and an enclosed and heated 
loading dock. In accordance with the master 
plan for development, each of these units 
ean be expanded in years to come. Construc- 
tion of the centre is to begin immediately 
with completion scheduled for early 1959. 
The building project is being carried out 
under the direction of the Turnbull Corpor- 
ation of Canada Ltd., Architects and Con- 
sulting Engineers. North American Build- 
ings Ltd., of Winnipeg, have been awarded 
the general contract for construction. .. . 
Taylor Woodrow (Canada) Ltd., one of the 
Taylor Woodrow (London) group of build- 
ing and civil engineering companies, has 
been awarded a contract valued at over 2m. 
Canadian dollars for the construction of 
a 12-storey office block in Toronto. The 
site, on which demolition of existing build- 
ings has already begun, is at the junction of 
Bay and College streets, one of the busiest 
corners in the city. The contract period for 
the building, which is for Baycoll Ltd., 
Toronto, and is to be of reinforced concrete, 
is 62 weeks. Peter Dickinson and Associates 
(Toronto) are the architects, and Nicholas 
Fodor and Associates (Toronto), the mech- 
anical engineers. 


CEYLON.—Preliminary investigations at 
an estimated cost of Rs.6m., are being con- 
ducted by US experts into the practicability 
of a scheme to irrigate 400,000 acres of land 
and generate 200,000 kilowatts of energy.

£2}m. Contract for Britain

Two Contracts for the Clyde 


WO important marine contracts have 

been announced for the Clyde. A new 
anti-submarine base is being created at 
Fairlie, on the Ayrshire coast, at a cost of 
£800,000. Tenders have been called by the 
Admiralty for October 8. The contract 
involves construction of a jetty 40 ft. high 
and 900 ft. long, workshops and offices, etc. 
Land reclamation will involve filling in 
50,000 cubic feet and the building of shallow 
water barricades. Some preliminary work 
has been going on, to provide communica- 
tions to the site. 

The other project is an intermediate grav- 
ing dock for Greenock costing £250,000. 
This plan is sponsored by the Greenock 
Harbour Trust, which plans to construct the 
new dock at the East India Harbour to the 
north of the existing one. The new dry 
dock will be 350 ft. long and 58 ft. wide. 
Greenock Harbour Trust is currently 
engaged on plans for a £6 million graving 
dock on the Great Harbour site at 
Greenock. 

Work is still proceeding on preparation. 
of detailed figures and final decision on the 
new dock depends on Government support 
for the project. 


Dundee’s Housing Outlook 


- Mr. J. R. L. Halley, president of Dundee 
Chamber of Commerce said in his quarterly 
report recently that the building situation 
was much better than appeared likely six 
months ago. Since then, Dundee Corpora- 
tion had placed contracts for over 1,000 
houses, some of the postponed projects had 
started, and others were almost at the tender- 
ing stage. The outlook was reasonably 
good, although there might still be some 
temporary unemployment until the industry 
had regained its balance. 


Highland Road Contract 


Tue Secretary of State for Scotland has 
placed a contract for road works on about 
11 miles of the trunk road from Mallaig 
to Fort William” between Glenfinnan and 
Lochailort. The road will be re-aligned and 
widened to 18 feet; nine short diversions 
and ten new bridges will be built. 


These works and other associated works 
are estimated to cost about £375,000, and 
will take three years to complete. The con- 
tractors are Messrs. A. M. Carmichael Ltd., 
of Edinburgh.

BERWICK FREEMAN TRUSTEES agreed on 
September 26 to sell 10 acres of land to 
Motor Inns, Ltd., a London firm who plan 
to build a £130,000 motel on the outskirts of 
the town. 

The farmland involved is on the Great 
North Road at Lamberton. It is hoped to 
complete the motel by next July. 

Motor Inns, Ltd. have decided to go ahead 
with three motels in Edinburgh, Glasgow 
and Berwick as a pilot scheme for Scotland.
